I don't see this location as a no parking zone, and red curbs are only placed for driving safety hazards and would not 
likely apply here. Yes to do any sort of sign restriction a petition will need to be done. My colleague Safi is our contact for 
DOT requests and if you think 'No Oversize' signs will help we can certainly inquire about them, we have had them placed 
in other areas but usually for visibility issues. 

As for the people in front of your house, you will need to have a "no trespass" form on file with LAPD and then you can 
post a " No Trespassing" sign which we can provide to you for free. This allows LAPD to come onto your property to 
remove an unwanted person* I have attached the form, and you can come by our office anytime to pick up the sign. And 
the form needs to be turned in to your local PD station to be enforceable, so the Topanga Station in Canoga Park. If you 
see people doing drugs in their cars you'll need to call non-emergency when you see it. I will let Officer Dinse know but 
you and your neighbors reporting when it happens is the best way to get response.

The City Attorney has informed us recently the 'No Loitering' signs could be challenged in court and are advising DOT 
not to place new signs. 

Your options for signage ail require petitions which my colleague Safi can work with you to structure, but you will need to 
go out and get the signatures, I believe DOT has a threshold of 75% of residents on the affected block. 

T 2 hour Parking Restrictions Like * 2 Hour parking from 9 am to 6 pm’ requires a petition 

2. No Oversize Vehicle restrictions require a petition as well but this might not solve the issue you are having if people are 
in all types of vehicles 

3. No Overnight Parking requires a support letter from LAPD with crime stats for the location, a petition, and a letter from 
the Council Office, This sign would read something like 1 No Overnight Parking from 9 pm to 6 am 1 the times can be 

adjusted to fit needs. 

It should be possible to have a combination of these signs but they do require a separate petition for each type of 
restriction. 

Another more extreme option would be to find consensus with the other neighbors and look into the possibility of vacating 
the street from the city grid. This would mean the neighbors on the block could then gate the street as a private road and 
only allow access to those who were involved in the street privatization. It's not an easy process but it is certainly an 

option.
